Anyone  making  a  quick  trip  to  the  super¬ 
market  garden  store,  or  just  about 'any¬ 
where  else  in  Mississippi  these  days  will 
often  find  themselves  surrounded  by  lan¬ 
guages  they  don't  understand  and  people 
who  don't  look  or  dress  like  them.  As 
America  each  year  becomes  more  of  a  melt¬ 
ing  pot  of  divergent  nationalities  and  reli¬ 
gions,  Mississippi  Baptists  are  doing  their 
part  to  help  bring  those  individuals  and 
families  a  message  many  of  them  have 
never  heard:  Jesus  is  Lord  over  all. 

Literacy  missions  is  one  of  the  ways 
Mississippi  Baptists  are  reaching  out  to 
those  individuals  and  families.  The  annual 
State  Literacy  Missions  Conference  is  the 
place  where  Baptists  involved  in  literacy 
missions  gather  for  training  and  support. 

Nearly  70  people  attended  the  2011  State

It  was  really  eye¬ 
opening  and,  I  think,  productive,"  she  said.
